ord to show how it was spent, the re- 
port gays. The auditors were able to 
trace the expenditure of $274,707.85. 


The deficit of the association may 


reach beyond the previously estimated 
figure of |250,<XK> should the persons 
for whom homes were built win thfe 
law suits which have bean instituted 
Against them, to compel them to pay 
the full cost of th.3 booses. The de- 
ficit on Dec. 91, 1921, was $159,974.74, 
according to the 'report, subject to 
final disposition of the construction 
accounts which includes the $160,- 
882.07 for which there <s no record of 
expenditure. 


Many Irregularities. 
The audit of the iBishop, Brissman 


and company confirms many state- 
ments made of the association's activ- 
ities in previous, audits, and goes far- 
ther in reporting a score of irregular- 
ities. Among the-" striking irregulari- 
ties reported are: 


On flour cars df lumber and one car 


of shingles shipped to Hazen there is 
$2.740 39 of the purchase price unac- 
counted for in sales or other disposi- 
tion. 


No adequate record of cash sales of 


materials was kept. Receipts for sales 
amounting to $3.308.&7 were in the 
form of cash entries, and it was in (pos- 
sible to determine individual purchas- 
ers: 


P. (R. Bollard, former purchasing 


agent of the association, ordered tares 
cars of Blaster shipped to the North Da- 
kota Fanners Lumber Co. and then 
the Home Building association bought 
the plaster of the lumber company 
at % profit of $346.80 to the lumber 
company.

London, March 27—The sale of boys 


and girls at Hong Kong has been de- 
nounced as "an abominable scandal in 
a British possession" at a meeting of 
the Anti-Slavery Aborigines Protection 
society here. 


St Loe Straehey, editor of the Spec- 


tator, wrote that if the facts were*a= 
represented, the state of affairs in 
Hong Kong represented the vilest form 
of slavery in existence when young 
people were deliberately sold and sub- 
jected to the cruel lust and greed of 
their purchasers. 


A resolution was passed declaring 


that continuance of the 
system 


amounted to the connivance of slavery 
under the British flag. 
It was estimated at the meeting that 


those held in 'bondage under this sys- 
tem numbered &0/XX). 


A score of societies were represent- 


ed at the conference which was held 
to determine what steps should be tak- 
en,to-L8toB the flale .of, /children. 


Viscountess Gladmfoweiwho presid- 
ed declared that the system ought to 
be abolished. Sho said she did not 
think that any British man or woman 
could have believed it possible that 
anywhere under the British Sag chil- 
ren four years of age and upward 
could have been openly sold and handed 
over as chattels to their purchasers to 
become drudges or victims of prostitu- 
tion. 
She said; however, that the matter 


iwas not so simple as it looked (because 
"the adoption" system was not a wrong 
thing in itself. 
Charles Roberta, formerly- Under- 
secretary tor India and President ot 
the Anti-Slavery society, said it was 
an established fact that Chinese girls 
end boys were sold and bought in 
Hong Kong at from $10 to $16 pef year 
of age and it was a significant fact 
that higher prices were Obtainable 
when girls were sold for purposes ot 
prostitution. Yet they could not get 
the Colonial Office to admit that the 
system was one of slavery. K was 
enough for h)m that it constituted 
traffic in human beings which ought to 
be put down* by law.

Fuel Shortage 'Looms Up Even 


More Prominently Than 


The Lack of Food 


Moscow. 
March 
28—Russia is ap- 


proaching her most dreaded season— t 
the early spring—with the. realization 
in government circles that her first 
year of free trade under Communism 
has not filled her warehouses (with 
supplies of food to tide her overt un- 
til the next harvest. 


With foreign aid, principally Ameri- 


can, 
devoted largely, to relieving the 


terrible distress 
in the Volga and 


Ukraine famine regions, Russia prom- 
ises to ibe unable to feed the rest of 
her vast population during the spring 
and summer, and, according to ofti-[ 
c.al 
government 
predictions, even i 


next year's harvest probably will be 
bad. 


The early sprgig months, before the 


first harvest is in and when the sleigh 
traffic vanishes along with the snow 
and the thaw makes the highways im- 
passable, will be the test, both for 
food and fuel. 
Even now, with the 


roads in good, condition, Moscow, Pe- 
trograd and other large cities are 
short of food. 


The government warehouses may 


have enough to dole out to the .Red 
Army and favored employes lor some 
months. The rest of the population 
is dependent on food brought in by 
traders. 


Each spring for the past five years, 


however, a similar crisis has been met 
in some jvay. Foreign aid, grain from 
abroad is now hoped for but not con- 
fidently expected by the Soviet lead- 
ers. 


The fuel shortage looms up even 


more prominently than the lack of 
food. 
The Donetz basin, Russia's 


great coal fields, showed increased 
yields during the early winter when 
by a special drive food was secured 
for the miners. Now, the famine in 
the Ukraine and the general lack of 
food and transportation elsewhere all 
have contributed to cut down coal 
production again. 
Without food the 


miners cannot work. 


Similarly, in Siberia and Turkestan, 


•acco/ding to the newspaper Economic 
Life, a lack of fuel is responsible for 
failure to move food to central Rus 
sia. 


Owing to the lack 
of supplies in 


government warehouses, the number 
of persons rationed, by the state has 
just been further reduced -from 14,- 
000,000 to 11,000,000, including the Red 
army. 
Only these 11,000,000 in all 
Russia, receive the ^ration. All oth- 
ers are dependent on their own meag- 
er harvests, if peasants, or on what 
they can buy, if city dwellers.

London, 
March 2S.—Training the 


Russian in the proper methods of con- 
suming American corn, has now been 
undertaken by the American Relief 
Administration. 


^fhe distribution of corn to approxi- 


mately 5,000,000 adults in the Volga 
calley has begun, the first 18 train- 
loads of the American gift having 


reached the famine areas according to 
advices of February 24. One Russian 
funt per day, or roughly 14 ounces, 
is the-feeding allowance for adults. 


So that they may get to know the 


pcssibilitiea Of this new food not only 
from a nourishing but a palatable 
point of view,, cars containing itecipes 
are being; sent to all American Relief 
Administration inspectors, village re- 
lief committees and distribution cen- 


The recipes include such typical 


American dishes, as corn mush, corn 
bread, corn biscuits, corn soup and 


corn gruel. A laming against eat- 
ing the com in the raw state and di- 
rections for its treatment in case of 
spoilage are also being issued. 
This is the first time the. American 


Relief Administration has distribut- 
ed food directly to the individual for 
consumption in his own home. Child- 
feeding is always conducted en masse, 
about 2,000,000 Russian children now 
being fed one balanced meal a day in 
some 6,000 old kitchens.

A banker today is a Bookkeeper and settling agent fo* ht»

In backward countries banks, are but little used by the 


masses of the people, and money is hoarded,- i»ecoihin« « 
dead asset. A bank becomes a pool, into which are drained 
thousands of small stqns, easily wasted, or. if not wasted, un- 
productive by themselves, and the sums so accumulated be- 
come "active agencies in tne life of the community. 


Banks are the servant's of business and the relations 


between the bank and its customer* are reciprocal. In each 
line of trade and Industry, it is commonly the case that the 
use for capital or credit is more or less fluctuating, so that 
at times etfch bank customer will accumulate cash balances 
while -at other times needing to borrow.
